COLUMBIA, Mo, Dec. 5—Dr. Thomas 
Powell of this city, after working for 
twenty-five years, claims that he has made 
.@ discovery which will revolutionize the 
theory and practice of medicine. 

He says he has discovered a preparation 
which will immunize the body from all dread 
diseases, including small pox, scarlet fever, 
cholera, consumption and, in fact, all ills 
known to the race. 

Dr. Powell is a graduate of the New York 
Medical College, class of 1864, at that time 
the leading institution of the kind in. the 
Unite® States. Hé ds a member of the Inter- 
mational Public Health Association, cor- 

_feeponding secretary of the American 
Health Science Association and member of 
the American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science. ’ 

He has interested come Chieago scientists 
and capitalists in his undertaking and they 
have advanced him money and will build 
him @ sanitarium in Los Angeles, Cal., for 
the treatment of patients. He has already 
spent a fortune in furthering his studies, 

The discovery is what he calls a constitu- 
tional remedy and is in both a liquid and 

solid form. He has worked on the theory 
that disease, which is fatal from the wast- 
ing of the vital forces, could be cered only 
by strengthening those forces. He. says 
that he first discovered how strength is 
obtained, and how weakness is produced. 

Personally Dr. Powell has immunized his 
body and has inoculated himself with 
germs of deadliest diseases, including the 
germs of cousumption and gjanders. Dr. 
Powell has repeatedly taken internally 
without injury, the germs of Asiatic chol- 
era, glanders and diphtheria, | 

On one occasion in the laboratory of the 
Missouri University physicians were called 
and death was expected. Much to the’sur- 
prise of the University scientists the germs 
had no effect whatever on the man.

| ENGLAND IN EGYPT. 


The Court of Appeals Decision May 
Strengthen Great Brit- 
ain’s Position. 


LONDON, Dec. 5.—A_ special dispatch 
from Cairo announces that, according to 
advice of the Khedive, the Egyptian Min- 
isters have accepted the offer of Lord 
Cromer, the British agent, in behalf of 
Great: Britain, to advance the sum of 
money necessary to repay to the Caisse of 
the Egyptian debt ‘the $2,500,000 paid out to 
meet the expenses of the Anglo-Egyptian 
expedition to Dongola, which the Court of 
Appeals at Alexandria, on Dec. 2, decided 
should not have been used for the war ex- 
penses and must be paid back to the Caisse 
by the Egyptian Government. 

In certain circles ,far from hoing a de- 
feat of British policy in Egypt, as promi- 
nent French newspapers regarded it, the 
decision of the Alexandria Court of Ap- 
peals, in virtually making Great Britain 
pay the expenses of the expédition to Don- 
gola, strengthens the hold of that country 
upon Egypt, turns the affair into a purely 
British undertaking and postpones inde- 
finitely any idea of the evacuation of that 
country by the British troops.

EXTRA SESSION. 


Representative Dingley Thinks 
Probable in Order to Pass 
Revenue Measures. 


WASHINGTON, PD. C., Dec. 6.—Repre- 
sentative Dingley, Chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee, returned to-day from 
his visit to President-elect McKinley. 

“I went to Canton,” said he, ‘‘to discuss 
revenue matters with the President-elect. 
My visit had nothing to do with Cabinet 
making. Mr. McKinley is, of course, inter- 
ested in obtaining the views of members of 
Congress on the situation, but I do not feel 
at liberty to go into details of such conver- 
sation as passed between us, and I do not 
think anything has been definitely decided 
upon, but circumstances and prevailing sen- 
timents seem now to point strongly in the 
direction of an extra session. The neces- 
sity of additional revenue is imperative and 
if a revenue bill is not passed at this ses- 
sion an extra session must be called. I am 
still of the opinion, which I expressed some 
‘time ago, that the so-called Dingley bill 
should not pass the Senate.”’ 

“In the event it develops early in the ses- 
sion that the Dingley bill will not be acted 
upon by the Senate, ts it probable or pos- 
sible that the House will send some other

“the Senate must act on the measure in its 
possession or not at all.” 

Mr. Dingiley said that in advance of a for- 
mal meeting of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, he did not care to speak of the prob- 
ability of the committee beginning work on 
a new tariff bill at this session, but as the 
Republican complexion of the committee 
would be practically unchanged in the next 
Congress, he said there appeared to be no 
reason why the work of framing a bill 
should not be facilitated by work at this 
session. Mr. Dingley said he did not care 
to discuss the Cuban situation or express 
an opinion as to the prevailing Cabinet gos- 
sip. 

He gave it as his belief that little would 
be accomplished in the way of legislation 
at this session beyond the passage of the;

GERMANY PROTESTS. 


Disclaims Responsibility for Charges 
on American Ships, but Cleve-’ 
land’s Edict Stands. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—The German 
Government has lodged an energetic protest 
‘ of ae a aaye: 
] , -OGlp , te i De 
duly acknowledged, but there the matter / 
likely to rest unless the German Govern- 
ment takes steps to remove~-the charges on 
American shipping, which formed the basis 
for the President's proclamation issued yes- 
terday. 

The contention of the German Government 
is that it does not tax American shipping 
and that the Imperial Government cannot 
be held accountable for the imposition of 
local charges by provincial and municipal 
officials. The contention of our, Govern- 
ment on the other hand ts that regardless 
of the question of who ts responsible for 
the levying of port duties, the collection 
from American vessels is the only fact 
necessar.’ to be established to put in opera- 
tion at once the Dingley law, imposing ton- 
nage duties on German vessels, That law 
is self operative and once the President is 
satisfied that port charges of any character 
are imposed on American ships by a foreign 
Government he must proclaim that fact, 
thus sefting the law in force. It is said 
here that since German ships, in 1888, by 
Secretary Bayard’s act, were relieved of 
tonnage dues in American ports, our ships 
entering German ports have been assessed 
and paid port dues to the amount of about 
$500,000. 


TYPHOID BACILLUS CAUGHT. 


Hereafter He Will Be Identified as 
Soon as Arrested. 


Dr. A. Ravold, consulting bacteriologist 
of the Health Department, hag been prose- 
cuting experiments on the typhoid baciilus 
and claims to have made greater progress 
than has been made by BWastern experi- 
menters. 

His experiments so far have been in the 
direction of diagnosia. He believes he has 
discovered a method of making a positive 
and infallible diagnosis. 

After making a culture, the wriggling 
bacillus is placed in broth, where he darts 
and squirms in a thoroughly characteristic 
manner until a drop of blood taken from 
a typhoid patient fe dropped in the broth. 
Then he becomes inert ‘‘as quickly as if he 
had been hit on the head with ea club,” 
to use Health Commissioner Starkiof's

The Old-Age Relief Law, under which 
the new order of things has been brought 
about, is very brief. It contains chiefly 
certain provisions and precautionary 
clauses that make it next to impossible 
for the vagrant and loafer to become a 
beneficiary under it. The law prohibits 
this form of aid from being extended to 
anyone who has undergone a sentence 
for crime, or who has given up his prop- 
erty to his children while living in order 
to get a pension, or who has not had a 
fixed residence for ten years without ap- 
plying for relief under the old Poor Law.

MORE CLEVELANDISM. 


In the development of Cleveland civil 
service reform we are evidently reverting 
to one phase of that sort of reform which 
peculiarly distinguished the first Cleve- 
land Administration. 
Soon after his inauguration, in 1885, 
Mr. Cleveland began the removal of Re- 
publican office-holders on charges of “‘of- 
fensivg partisanship.” Democratic ap- 
plicants were informed that Republican 
Officials against whom sworn charges of 
“offensive partisanship,’’ ‘“‘pernicious act- 
ivity in politics,” “discrimination in the 
discharge of official duties,’ or “abuse of 
official power for party ends” were filed, 
would be removéd at once. This policy, 
it was said, was a recognition of the 
spirit of civil service reform. 
A great many Democrats indignantly 
spurned the methods proposed. But oth- 
ers were not so punctilious in the em- 
ployment of means to ends, and what 
was undoubtedly the most disgraceful era 
in the history of the American civil ser- 
vice was inaugurated. That era was pro- 
lific in perjury, subornation of perjury, 
lying, cowardice, inquisition, eaves-drop- 
ping, tale-bearing, all uncharitableness 
and all unworthiness. 
Now the country is threatened with a 
return to such methods in the effort of the 
Cleveland Administration to remove Dem- 
ocratic officials Who gave their party an 
active support ir the late campaign. To 
mask the attack upon these men, with 
excellent and hitherto unchallenged rec- 
ords as officers ard citizens, other affi- 
davit mills are to be set up in the Depart- 
ments.

The “Progressive’”’ Society With Mem- 
bers in All Countries Would Give 
China Republican’ Government.

LONDON. Dec. 5.—Sun Yatsen, the 
Chinese docter, whd was kidnapped 
by officials of the Chinese Lega- 
tion here, and who was subsequently re- 
leased on the demand of the Marquik of Sal- 
isbury, has published an article here, in 
which he says that the value of Li Hung 
Chane’s head will be determinec oy the 
value of the information he has taken (9 
China, anent the doings and the power of 
the Chinese abroad, Sun-Yatsen says he 
was the leader of the conspiracy at Can- 
ton in October, 1895, to estabiiah a consti- 
tution for China. The society which he be- 
longed to was the Hing Chung Woey, 
meaning “Chinese Progressive Society.” 

He says it has a powerful organization in 
America, with a center at San Francico and 
headquarters in New York. Sun-Yatsen fur- 
ther states that the American chicf is 
Walter Fong, the first Chinese graduate at 
Stamford, Conn., and ‘hat his principal 
cclleagues are graduates of Yale, Harvard 
and other universities. The article includes 
a letter dated Chicago, from Wone Chin 
Foo, who claims that tee movemens in the 
l'n ted States is in gocd shape. Many at- 
t.apts to compass Sun Yatsen's death are 
predicted.

MEANS REVOLUTION. 


Wong Chin Foo Explains the New 
Movement Fully. 


CHICAGO, LIL, Dec. 5.—According to Wong 
Chin Foo, the editor of the Chinese News in 
this city, China is on the eve of an up- 
heaval such as is now going on in Cuba. He 
Was to-night shown the reports in the cables 
from London to the effect that Sun Yatsen, 


the Chinaman who was k!dnapped in Lon- 
don and only released from ihe Chinese 
Embasey at the specific demand of Lord 
Salisbury, was a member of a society hav- 
ing fer its object the liberation of China 
from its present dynasty. 

He sald that the report was true and that 
he would have preferred to have kept the 
story secret for some time longer, but as it 
was out he wished to confirm it in every 
partiomar. The gist of his statement is 
that there ts In the Flowery Kingdom a 
society called Hong Chang Wong, which is 
allied to the Liberty League of American- 
ized Chinamen in this country and to a 
similar orgenization in England. 

lie said that the object of the organiza- 
tion was to do away with the exclusive- 
ness of the Chinese kingdom, and open it 
up to modern civilization. The present dy- 
Pasty, according to Wong Chin Foo, will 
be asked to get out, and if it refuses it will 
be put out. Only peaceable methods will 
at first be employed, but if these are not 
successful then an appeal will be made to 
arms, and England and the United States 
will be asked to recognize the Reform party 
as belligerents. 

Wong Chin Foo said that the reason that 
Sun Yatsen was kidnapped by the Chinese 
Embassy in London was solely because he 
was known to be a member of the Reform 

arty, and that if the Chincse Government 

ad succe*1+i in getting him to China his 
head would have been cut off at once, The 
reform movement is scheduled to be in 
active operation tn the very near future, 


CONFIRMATORY. 


New York Chinamen Talk Freely of 
the Conspiracy. 


NEW. YORK, Dec. 6.—Inquiries made 
among the Chinese in this city establisn 
the fact that the “Hong Chung-Woey,” 
which in pla'n English means ‘“‘Chinese Pro- 
gressive Society,” has a large and rapidly 
increasing membership, both In this country 
and China. 

Prominent Chinamen here, when first ap- 
proached, were very reticent, but when they 
were assured that their names would not be 
made public,ethey consented to talk about 
the matter. Several of them acknowledged 
that there was such a society in existence, 
but not one of them would say that he was 
a member... As to the purport of the organ- 
ization, it was generally conceded that the 
Chinese subjects were dissatisfied with the 
ruling of the Emperor, and they were cog- 
nizgant of no other way to overthrow the 
Emperor's power than by secret means. 
None of those questioned would acknowl- 
cdge that the headquarters of the so>lety 
existed in this country, but one or two in- 
advertently spoke of leaders .n. San Fran- 
c'sco and New Yor 

One of the best known Chinese merchants 
in this city said that the movement was 
for the overthrow of the present Govern- 
ment of China, and the substitution of a 
republican form of Government. He said 
that the organization was more successful 
in point of numbers of enthusiasts than the 
most sanguine of the leaders had looked 
for, and he claimed that in the United 
States alone its adherents could be num- 
bered with six figures. 

One, more bold than the others, volun- 
teered this statement: 

“IT can not,”’ he said, “disclose anything 
with reference to the work of the organiza- 
tion, but when the time comes to strike a 
blow for the overthrow of the present 
dynasty and the formation of a Repyblic on 
American lines, the system of govérnment 
now existing in China will receive a severe 
shock and I think we will win. Were I in 
China my head would pey the penalty for 
these words.

TO DISLODGE THE CUBANS. 


EPIDEMICS ARE RAGING THERE. 


Almost Every Known Scourge Is Caus- 
ing Deaths in Pinar del Rio 
Province. 


KEY WEST, Fla., Dec. 5.—The following 
reports have been received from Pinar del 
Rio, Cuba, 

A most important battle is reported in a 
private letter to have occurred at Palacios 
in the Province of Pinar del Rio. It is said 
that great forces strongly fortified at Torro 
heights, were attacked by a Spanish column. 

Fierce fighting, cannonading and musketry 
continued all day, the insurgents bravely 
defending their stronghold. The troops 
were unable to capture the fortifications 
that day and both sides sustained a great 
loss. The next day the Spanish columns 
were reinforced by Gen, Inclan, who renew- 
ed the attack. 

The Spanish troops were determined to 
take the stronghold, and simultaneously ad- 


vanced upon the fortifications. The in- 
surgents were finally dislodged from their 
Position, their loss being fully 200. It is 
said that the Spanish troops lost 600. 

The mortality was very great on both 
Sides, but it is said that more of the in- 
surgents were killed proportionately than of 
the Spaniards. So flerce has been the fight- 
ing in this vicinity that the living have 
been unable to make adequate preparation 
for the burial of the dead, and the stench 
eat arises from the fieid ig said to be ter- 

e. 


The column of Col, Pantos, while recon- 
noitering in the vic'nity of the Sabana Maiz 
road, San Diego De Los Banos, succeeded 
in routing a number of insurgents, destroy- 
ing plantations of importance and burning 
500 country huts inhabited by Insurgents 
who fled. These groups of Insurgents were 
ursued into the forests and hills of Pinar 

el Rio Province and utterly defeated. 

Many of the positions captured by the 
Spanish forces were regarded heretofore by 
the Cuban Insurgents as impregnable. Ar- 
tilery and infantry fired with splendid ef- 
fect upon the Insurgents. The losses of the 
troops are given as four killed and twelve 
wounded. The losses of the Insurgents are 
reported to have been considerable. 

n. Hermandez reports another engage- 
ment lasting four hours in the Penablanca 
hills. Artille was used during the en- 
gagement wi considerable effect. The in- 
Surgents left nine dead on the field. The 
troops Jost two killed and thirteen wounded. 

The insurgents at 8 o’chock last night at- 
tacked the trocha in the vicinity of Fort 
Cayajabos, near the town of Artemisa. The 
insurgents were quickly repulsed without 
confusion ensuing. The Spanish comman- 
der had the artillery playing on the insur- 
gent forces and the firing quickly ceased. 
One officer and four soldiers at the Fort 
were wounded. e 

The steamer Triton, which was expected 
to leave to-day, was hurriedly dispatched 
yesterday to Baha Honda. On this account 
many believe the reports widely circulated 
to the effect that on the night of Dec. 3 
sounds of musketry and artillery were heard 
in that vicinity. In official circles it is 
claimed that no news of an engagement has 
been received. 

This morning. San Cristobal reports that 
Capt.-Gen. Weyler encamped yesterday at 
the site of the destroyed town of Santa Ruz 
de Los Punos, where he is awaiting the 
arrival of trains bearing the soldiers whio 
tea in recent engagements in Pinar Del 

Oo. 

Reports received from all parts of Pinar 
Del Rio indicate that a great mortality fol- 
lows the recent epidemics, which are 
spreading throughout that section. Of all 
the diseases epidemic in nature cholera 
seems to be the only one which has not 
visited that section. 

Col. Aldea recently sustained a fight with 
the rebel leaders at Perico, Betancourt, Ace- 
vado and Aguirre who occupied the heights 
of PuragoOtrio near La Mosha, Province of 
Matanzas, were attacked and compelled to 
disband. 

The loss of the insurgents at the present 
writing is unknown. Two officers and thir- 
ty-six privates connected with the Spanish 
forces are wounded. 

The recent reports of the attack of the 
Insurgents upon Guanabaco is said to have 
been a false alarm. Hundreds of families 
were badly frightened, however, and mary 
women and children left hurriedly during 
the night, reaching Havana this morning. 

Reports indicate that Gen, Weyler has 
been having considerable trouble with the 
local authorities in the different towns of 
Pinar Del Rio. In the case of one of the 
towns, the name of which is not given, the 
parish priest and the municipal Judge and 
the Chief of Staff went to meet Weyler cut- 
side the town at his camp. It was be- 
lieved that the Captain-General did niot en- 
ter the town because the other authorities 
did not go to meet him. 

The town was found in a filthy condition, 
buzzards were flying around the streets and 
families were living in huts in the midst of 
filth and misery. yphoid fever became epi- 
demic to such an extent that eighteen per- 
sons died in one day. Capt.-Gen. Weyler 
imposed a fine upon the Mayor for the aban- 
donment of the town. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Dec. 5.—A special 
to the Citizen from Key West says: 

A Spanish officer who passed through on 
the Olivette to-night says that Gen. Maceo, 
with a band of 600 men has succeeded in 
breaking through the trocha and will meer 
Gen. Gomez in the Havana*province. Ma- 
ceo left Gen. Rio Bivero in charge of his 
forces in Pinar Del Rio Province.

NASSAU ROBBERS 


They Will All Put in Ten Years in the 
Service of the 
State.

NEVADA, Mo., Dec. 5.—The trial of W. B. 
Morris came to an end last night at 8:30 
o’clock, when the jury returned a verdict 
of guilty and assessed his punishment at 
ten years in the penitentiary. The jury 
was only out thirty minutes in arriving 
at a verdict. Morris was the leader of 
a gang of highwaymen who held up Con- 
ductor R. G. Trickett at Nassau Junction, 
one mile south of this city, on the night 
of Jan. 15 last, and robbed Trickett and his 
freight crew of their money and watches. 
During the robbery Trickett was shot in 
the face. 

It was the first trial in the State of a 
train robber since the passage of the law 
inflicting the death penalty on this class 
of crime, and much interest was felt in 
the verdict.

MERCHANTS’ EXCHANGE TO ACT 


It Is Argued That the Post Is Unsani- 
tary, but That Can Be 
Remedied. 


St:Louls was startled yesterday afternoon 
upon reading in the Post-Dispatch that Jef- 
ferson Barracks may be abandoned by the 
(overnment as a military post. 

it was a matter so wholly unthought of be- 
fore that nobody had ever considered it. 

‘Business men everywhere discussed it, 
and commented on it vigorously. On all 
sides were dissenting voices. 

The fact that a Board of Investigation had 
beén appointed by the War Department to 
inquire into the sanitary condition of the 
post, ard the arguments set forth by 
those in authority against the value of the 
reservation as a military post, occasioned 
considerable annoyance and alarm. 

The proximity of Jefferson Barracks to 
St. Louis has not only given the city a sense 
of security at all timer, but is beneficial in 
A® fommercial way, and pleasant socially. 

Besides this, the land on which the post 
te located was relinquished by the city, and 
on this account St. Louisans have always 
felt a personal interest in the post. 

The Merchants’ Exchange will probably 
take prompt measures to prevent the 
abandonment of the Barracks. 

Secretary George H. Morgan said yes- 
terday: ‘““‘The Post-Dispatch gave me the 
first information I had had of the proposed 
Pian and I know nothing more of the de- 
falls than I have read. It is a serious 
Matter, and the Exchange will probably 
40 something. The regular meeting of the 
Board of Directors will be held Dec. 14, but

The appointment of the investigating 
board, while coming in the nature of a sur- 
prise to St. Loutsans, was not a matter 
arrived at suddenly, but was the outgrowth 
ef conditions. - 

These conditions have existed for years; 
and have been commented on and com- 
ened about officially by every officer who 

commanded the post during the last 
quarter of a century. 

. Col. Guy V. Henry, who has been in 

two years, was the last to file a com. 

nt. He objected to being transferred to 

t. Louis from the West, use of un- 
favorable reports he had heard of the sani- 
tation of Jefferson Barracks. 

St. Loulsans have always believed the res- 
ervation to be an ideal spot for a military 
post, and they consider it st that 

early three-quarters of a century should 

ve passed before the Government was 
nduced to regard the reservation in an un- 
favorable light. 

However, that the several army officers 
Who have had charge of the post at dif- 
erent times regard it as an unhealthful 
Ocation, there can be no. doubt. 
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War Department through the Department of 
Missour! and was received at Jefferson Bar- 
racks Friday afternoon:

Mo., at ll 
o'clock, a .m., on Wednesday, Dec. 16, 1896, 
or as seon thereafter as possible, for the 
purpose of making a thorough and rig‘d ex- 
amination and full report of the reservation 
of Jefferson Barracks in all its conditions, 
as to tts availability for a permanent milli- 
tary station. 
“The board will also consider from the 
papers referred to it the sanitary condi- 
tions of the contemplated rifle range for the 
‘post at Arcadia, Mo., and report upon its 
desirab‘lity or otherwise for that purpose. 
“By command of Maj.-Gen. Wesiey Mer- 
tt.

“First Lieutenant F.rst Artillery, Aide-de- 
Camp.”’ 


This order, it would appear, is doubly sig- 
nificant. 

About a year ago the Government appro- 
priated $18,000 for the purchase of ground 
and the establishmen® of a rifle range at 
Areadia, Mo., eighty miles south of St. 
Louis. 

The deal was not consummated, although 
the grounds were laid off and the targets ar- 
ranged. 

Last summer a detachment of the garrison 
was sent to Arcadia for practice and shor-vly 
after they returned fifty-seven men were 
smitten with fever. The hospital accommo- 
dations were inadequate and many of them 
were quartered in tents on the outside. 

Maj. Grard, whe Post Surgeon, claimed 
that the iliness of the men was caused by 
the trip to Arcadia. Those who remained 
at the Barracks were in their usual state 
of health. 

Whether the fever was contracted at Ar- 
cadia or en route is @ question, but it oc- 
casioned so much talk and go much specula- 
tion that the deal for the purchage of the 
land for the rifle range was postponed. 

The citizens of Arcadis, as a matter of 
course, are Vv eager to have the range 
established there, and to that end, it_ is 
said, they have forwarded to the War De- 
partment numerous affidavits from mi- 
nent citizens concerning the healthfulness 
of that town and vicinity. 

These, it is thought, are the papers that 
will be referred to the board appointed, and 
which are mentioned in the order quoted, 
touching the rifle range at Arcadia. 

In opposition to these affidavits, ft is 

inted out by those in authority at the 

arracks, that when another detachment 
of the garrison returned from a march to 
Springfield, Mo., in October, shortly before 
the visit of Gen. Miles, every man was in 
page health, and has #0 remained, except 
or the ordinary run of ailments. 

At present about eighteen men are in the 
hospital, but this is not a very large per- 
centage, considering the number of men in 
the garrison, 


On the other hand is Col. Henry's writ- 
ten statement that at one time last sum- 
mer 331-3 per cent of the enlisted men at 
the Barracks were in the hospital. 

It is also pointed out that between 1880 
+ ro 1887 thirty-two soldiers died of malarial 
ever. 

Attention is further called to the old hogpi- 
tal, erected in 1834, which is still in use.

In conformity with this theory, it is as- 
serted, the structure should have 
doned more then fifty years ago. 

The ordinary St. Louisan views the matter 
in a different light. He observes that the 
hospital is located on the highest point on 
the reservation, directly overlooking the 
river, and sees no good reason why the sub- 
stantial old building may not be for 
many years more of service, especially since 
it is undergoing extensive repairs. 

If unsanitary conditions prevail at the Bar- 
racks, they are not a ent at first glance 
to one unfamiliar with the location of the 
buildings and the topography of the res- 
ervation. 

However, the officials state that the nat- 
ural drainage is very bad and the artificial 
drainage Madequate. Very bad judgment 
was used in the selection of a site for the 
seven new stables erected recently at an 
arwage cost of $9,500 each, and as a result 
one of them has been abandoned. 

It is said that Col. Henry’s predecessor 
rotested against the selection of the site, 

t that the Government went on with the 
work and informed him that all it requireo 
of him was to attend to his own b* 

The stables are built in a small valley, or 
ravine, between the commandant’s head- 

uarters and the National Cemetery, =

western stable could carry away the heavy 
wes ot water. 
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In connection with the stables are small 
brick houses of four rooms each in which 
the men in charge wf the stables sleep. 

In one case it was found necessary to cut 
away a barge section of the hill sloping 
down to the north from the National Ceme- 
tery in order to lay a foundation for one of 
these houses, so that the claybank in the 
rear is almost as high as the houee itself, 
and all the water from that part of the hill- 
side sweeps down and rushes into the base- 
ment through an iron grating. 

One of the stables was built over a nat- 
ural sink-hole. After digging down twenty- 
three feet the contractors tried to secure a 
foundation by filling up the hole. This 
was considered satisfactory, but when the 
first rain came after the stable was com- 
pleted a large section of the brick floor 
caved in. The hole was again filled with 
rock, and the damage was repaired at con- 
siderable expense. The stable is not now in 
use. : 
Much complaint has been made concern- 
ing, the old building near the west end of 
the reservation, erected before the war, 
and now used as quarters for non-commis- 
sioned officers and their families. 

The house is built an @ slope so that from 
in front it appears as a two-story building, 
and as a three-story structure in the rear. 

The basement is subdivided into kitchens 
—the building is about eighty feet long— 
and there is no ventilation whatever from 
the east side. 

In the rear the land slopes so that every 
drop of water rushes down into the yards, 
and as a result the kitchens are dooded 
every time there is a heavy rain. 

The basement is musty and mildewed. 
and in this, as in several other houses, it 
is necessary to Keep a fire, even in summer 
time to render the place habitable at 
all, and prevent the destruction of the of- 
ficers’ uniforms and boots. 

The west end officers’ quarters in partic- 
ular are overrun with rats and mice, and 
bats are common. . 

In fact, it is claimed at the Barracks. 
this particular building is more unkempt 
and disreputable than the worst tenement- 
house in St. Louis, 

But there is sill further complaint to 
make. That is concerning the several] large 
sink-holes in the ravine just north of the 
ridge on which the residence of Col. Henry 
and other officers were recently erected. 

These sinkholes are natural depressions 
in the earth and the drainage of the vicinity. 
is such tha? great quantities of water are 
deposited in them at every rainfall. It is 
impossible for it to escape, and consequently 
in the summer ét becor@es stagnant and is 
the source Of much annoyance and appre- 
hension to the officers and men and their 


| families. 


But granting that the condition of the re- 
servation is unsanitary, it is not clear to 
the average citizen of St. Louis why the 
post should be abandoned. 

Within two years the Government has ex- 

nded several hundred thousand dollars 

Or new stables and official residences at 
the Barracks, and several more houses are 
now in course of construction. 

Would it not be better for the Government 
to fill up the sinkholes, dig a few sewers and 
tear down the old buildings, long since out 
of date, than for it to abandon those so 
fecently erected at such great expense? 

This is the light in which St. uis citi- 
zens view the matter, and this is the light 


in which they will endeavor to have the 
War Department view it likewise. 

The expenditure of a few thousand dol- 
lars would make Jefferson Barracks as 
salubrious as any spot on earth, and 
thereby remove the prejudice against it 
that exists, it seems in the minds of army 
Officers. 

There is another consideration that will 
spur the business men on to prompt and 
decisive action.

He Says That If.He Had Not Told He 
Would Have Been Safe in 
His Old Haunts. 


Charles L. De Pue, the murderer of Morris 
Pietzsch, has nota very high opinion of 
the efficiency of the St. Louis Police De- 
partment, 

For ten days after he was known to be 
the murderer and his description and resi- 
dence were given to nearly every detective 
and policeman on the force, he walked the 
streets in the busiest sections of the city, 
passing officers on almost every block, all 
of whom gave him merely a passing glance. 
As stated exclusively in Friday’s Post- 
Dispatch, De Pue was “tipped off’ to the 
police by a second-hand dealer with whom 


he had previously done bus.ness and to 
whom he confessed having committed the 
murder the morning after it occurred. The 
police received this information about two 
weeks ago. His address, 2010 North Ninth 
street, was known and detectives were de- 
tailed to watch the house. De Pue was then 
absent from the city, having fled the day 
following the murder. While away he 
jearned that O’Leary had been arrested, 
charged with the crime, and that circum- 
stantial evidence and the testimony of Katie 
Wellman pointed to him as the guilty party. 

De Pue has been a thief from childhood 
and consequently has gained considerable 
insight into the methods of the police. As 
long as the authorities had some one ar- 
rested for the murder and there appeared 
the slightest possibility of making the case, 
he argued that they would rest on their 
oars and probe no further into the matter. 

He then returned to the city, feeling per- 
fectly safe. This is illustrated by the fact 
that the first place he visited on his return 
was the shop of the second-hand dealer to 
whom he had confessed to the murder. He 
begged him to keep secret what he had told 
him.

But De Pue did not know this. He went 
to his home and remained there the great- 
er part of the day.

INAUGURATION RATES. 


The Railroads Fix Them at One Fars 
for the Round Trip. 


CHICAGO, TIL, Dec. 5.—The managers of 
the lines of the Joint Traffic Association 
have approved the recommendation of the 
Central Passenger Committee regarding 
rates for the inauguration of Maj. McKin- 
ley as President of the United States. The 
rate will be one fare for the round trip. 
Tickets will be sold on the first four days 
of March and the final return limit will be 
at any time between March 5 and 18.

‘DR. PRATT EXPLAINS WHY SOME 
PATIENTS HAVE SUFFERED. 


MANIPULATORS UNSKILLED. 


Disastrous Treatment Due to the Use 
of a Current of Too High 
a Tension. 


CHICAGO, Tll., Dec. 5.—Dr. H. P. Pratt, 
Professor of electro-therapeutics in the 
Bennett Medicai College, makes the follow- 
ing statement in defense of the recent alle- 
gations against the X ray as a healing 
medium: 

“Recently much has been published about 
the injurious effects of the X ray on the 
human body, such as its producing abs- 
cesses, burning and blistering of the skin, 
shedding the hair and finger nails, eto, etc. 

“For ithe last eight months I have had 
patients under the X ray in my laboratory 
from 9 a. m. to 6 p. m. The duration 0. 
treatment varies from half an hour to four 
hours at each treatment, and there was no 
bad result in any case. 

“After the Crookes tube is excited by the 
cell, magnetic nes of force are projected 
down in the same manner as they pass off 
from a magnet and traversing whe interven- 
ing space, pass through the body down to 
the floor and back to the coll and tube 
again, cOmpleting the circuit. 

“The X ray is electro-sta in oharacter 
and of a very high potenti#®l. With every 
discharge from the Crookes tube oxygen is 
liberated in the body as well as the sur- 
rounding atmosphere, which, combining 
with nascent oxygen, forms ozone. 

“It is due to the electrolysis produced in 
the body that we are able to destroy the 
bacilli in contagious diseases, ozone being 
the most powerful germicide known. 

he ozone generated between the tube 
and the body does not produce the burning, 
etce., noted. It is the increased current 
which, passing through the body, produces 
electrolysis, the skin being of higher resist- 
ance than the rest of the tissues. This 
fSame condition of burning takes place un- 
der the galvanic and static currents if ex- 
cessive use be made of them. Except for 
potential alone the two forces are identical. 

“In New York criminals are electrocuted. 
Here electrolysis is carried to an extreme, 
destroying the whole body. but the product 
of partial destruction exhibits abscess, etc. 

“In the disastrous treatment given and 
reported the unskilled operators used a. cur- 
rent in the apparatus of too high tension 
and instead of hastening normal physlologi- 
cal change, carried ‘their treatment ‘to 
a point of electrocution. Strychnine ig a 
good drug when used by a skilful physictan 
but it %&% dangerous when in the hands o 
a tyro. 

“It must not be forgotten that electric 
phenomena are very powerful and not every 
man who can buy a machine is capable of 
applying it. The electric machine must be 
adjusted to each individual as the micro- 
scope to a specimen submitted to it. It is 
a treatment full of danger # ignorantly 
or rashly handled, but beyond price in value 
te the skilled and careful electro-theapeut-

HOW HE IGNORED SALISBURY. 


Samuel L. Plimsoll, the Sailors’ Friend, 
Makes an Attack on 
Trusts.

LONDON, Dec. 6—In political circles 
there has been considerable laughter over 
the speech which the Parliamentary Under 
Secretary, Mr. George N. Curzon, made on 
Wednesday at Manchester, and in which, 
completely ignoring the Marquis of Salis- 
bury, he depicted himself as alone bearing 
the burdehs of foreign affairs. Ag a resul 
even the stanch Conservative newspapers 
rebuke his conceit. The Pall Mall Gazette 
thinks the conclusion to draw from. his 
speech i# that the Government is blessed 
beyond measure in its Foreign Office Secre- 


tary. Mr. Curzon also read to the editors 
a@ severe lecture on the way they should 
conduct their newspapers. He said their 
news is always unreliable and that the 
correspondents hang around the various 
Foreign Offices with a “spare-us-a-copper 
sort of air. 


The Imperial Zolverein had another in- 

ning at the Congress of the Agricultural 
Union in Manchester. A big bevy of con- 
servative members of Parliament was pres- 
ent and a resolution was adopted urging 
the establishment of a union. Lord Man- 
ham expressed the opinion that Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain (the eeety of State for 
the Colonies) had failed because in his 
roposal the colonies took free trade as its 
asis. His Lordship suggested to let the 
colonies impose thdir own duties, simply 
giving British goods the advantage of 10 
per cent. 


Mr. Robert A. Yerburgh, member of Par- 
liament for Chester, has come forward with 
the draft of a scheme to carry out one of 
the “protectionists’ pet ideas, a national 
storage for wheat as a pick-me-up for Brit- 
ish husbandry and as a reserve of food 
stuff in the event of war. He proposes that 
the Government build forty granaries, each 
divided into 150 silos, and capable of stor- 
ing 2,500, quarters of wheat. The silos 
will be a hundred feet high, 15 feet across 
and will be built of brick or concrete, ac- 
cording to Mr. Yerburgh’s plan. An ar- 
rangement is to be made for shifting, airing 
and cleaning the grain. It is estimated that 
the capital outlay will be 21,500,000 pounds 
and that the annual cost of the storage will 
be 282,000 pounds. If the scheme is adopted 
Great Britain will thus have a permanent 
reserve of 10,000, 900 quarters of wheat. 


Mr. Samuel L. Plimsell, the sailor’s friend, 
whose work in behalf of sailors, passengers 
at sea and shipping generally won for him 
world-wide fame, is launching a crusade. 
This time he is attacking the trusts. In 
a long letter to the newspapers he points 
out America as a sad example of the per- 
nicious effects of such organizations. He 
says: 

“The epidemic of the rapacity has reached 
Europe, where, as in America, it may be 
expected to spread with sydden and un- 
expected rapidity.’’ 

Mr. Plimsell winds up with a proposal 
that Parliament appoint a select commit- 
tee to inquire into the whole subject. 


Lord Mayor Phillips informs the Asso- 
ciated Press that no date has yet been 
erranged for the proposed banquet to the 
Unite States Ambassador, Mr. Thomas 
F. Bayard, but that the Marquis of Salis- 
bury, to whom the matter has been men- 
tioned, received the suggestion with the 
utmost kindness and cor ity. 

There is much interest in a letter in the 
London Times, signed, “Old Fashioned 
Patriot,” explaining the patriotic iustriec- 
tion given to Americans. He tells how not 
only the boys, but the girls in the United 
States are drilled in giving a military sa- 
lute in the schools to the Stars amd Stripes 
and suggests that the same system be in- 
troduced in the British schools. 

This letter has been reproduced every- 
where and the Globe warmly supports the 
idea, adding: “The Union Jack stands for 
more than the Star Spangled Banner, re- 
calling a long and glorious, past.”’ 


The Imperial Council of Russia will short- 
ly consider the proposal of the Minister 
of Justice to abolish the present system of 
exile in Siberia by an administrative order. 

Prof. Benj. Howard of New York arrived 
here on Monday from Russia, after pro- 
longed further study of the forwarding 
system of the Siberian exiles, and he starts 
for New York to fulfill a promise made to 
Judge Daly to be there for the New York 
Geographical Society. Prof. Howard em- 
phatically opposes Mr. George Kennan’s 
stories of Russian cruelty and supports Mr. 
Harry DeWindt’s~ writings. 


The English court is reported to be still 
in a state of apprehension concerning the 
Bismarck revelations, It appears that the 
Queen and her late consort, Prince Albert, 
corresponded confidentially for many years 
on political family affairs with old Em- 
peror William, and it is understood that 
most of these letters, originals or copies, 
are in the possession of Prince Bismarck, 
and further revelations may therefore be 
more piquant in their personal touches. 


The year 1896 has proved a rare harvest 
for the company promoter. It is estimated 
that £141,750,000 ($708,750,000) of shares in dif- 
ferent concerns have been offered to the 

ublic during the past eleven months, be- 
ng the highest amount in several years 
past, or £42,000,000 ($210,000,000) above the same 
period in 1895, and double the amount of 
1894. Over £13,000,000 ($65,000,000) were of- 
fered last month. 

The Commander-in-Chief, Lord Wimbley, 
speaking on ‘“‘Modern Armies’’ at _ HEdin- 
burgh, said he believed that the Chinese 
were designed above all races to be a great 
military’ and naval conquefing people, and 
he added that if he was given a free hand 
and allowed to select from the British of- 
ficers as instructors, he would undertake 
to raise, in a couple of years, a great Chi- 
nese army which would be invincible in the 
East and hard to beat in Europe.

WILL BE FRAMED. 


COMMITTEE ON SCHOOL BOARD 
REFORM IS THAT FAR ALONG. 


WILL MEET FRIDAY EVENING. 


At That Session, It Is Thought, Its 
Long Local Labors Will 
Be Ended. 


The labors of the Judson Committee on 
School Board reform have so far pro- 
gressed that a sub-committee has been ap- 
poined to frame a bill for presentation to 
the Legislature in January, abolishing the 
present system and substituting anothe? in 
which corruption will be practically impos- 
sible. 

The sub-committee was appointed at a 
meeting of the main body held in the office 


of Public Librarian Fred M. Crunden. 
is constituted ag follows: 

f. N. Judson, Chairman; E. C. Bliot, Dr. 
Henry Hickman and F. M. Crunden. 

The sub-committee will report a draft of a 
bill to the main body next Friday evening. 

All the members of the committee were in 
Mr. Crunden’s office at 3 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon and immediately took up the work 
where it had been left at the meeting heid 
Wednesday. 

At that meeting each of the members had 
been requested to présent at the next meet- 
ing inftiividual plans for reforming the pres- 
ent system of school government. Al! of the 
members responded, the several plans agree- 
ing closely on the. more important features. 

Mr. Judson and Mr. Diliot presented 
drafts of bills, and Mr. Crunden outlined 
the principles on which he thought a bill 
should be drafted. Mr. Crunden also read 
two letters which he received yesterday 
from the Superintendents of Schools in New- 
ark, N. J., and San Francisco, Cal. The for- 
mer stated thatthe board there consisted of 
30 members, non-salaried, elected from 
wards. But one city, Cleveland, Ohio, has 
been encounteréd, in which the school di- 
rectors are salafied. * 

The letter from Newark stated that under 
favorable circumstances's an appointive 
board would be. preferable to one chosen 
at elections and that best results would 
probably be obtained by entrusting the ap- 
pointive power to the judiciary. 

he lawyers of the committee were not 
favorable to the propositoin entrusting the 
wer to the judiciary. It was thought to 

e out of the scope of the duties of the 
Circuit Judges and lawyers in ——- view 
with disfavor such possible injection of 
politics into the judiciary system. 

The letter from San Francisco stated there 
were twelve members of the Board -of 
Education there,.elected on a generai ticket 
for two years.

There was a general discussion of the 
plan to be followed and then a sub-com- 
mittee was appointed. It was left untram- 
meled by any instructions, the understand- 
ing being that in framing a bill the gub- 
committee would remember the discussion 
of the afternoon, the main body having 
oo epee avoided adopting any conclu- 
sion. 

The committee was in session from 3 un- 
til 6:30 o'clock. The next meeting will be 
held in M Crunden’s office at 7:30 o’clock 
Friday evening. At that meeting it is 
thought the committee will see the end 
of its labors.

DESMOND CONVINCED THAT HE 
DID THE HOME BREWERY JOB. 


DID HE GET MOORE’S PLANS? 


Chain of Ingenious Reasoning Con- 
necting Him With the Sensation- 
al Robbery of Thursday. 


Harry C. Boggs and his two mysterious 
companions are the men who are now most 
sought by the St. Louis police department. 

There se@éms to be Very little doubt now 
in the mind of Chief Harrigan and Chief 
of Detectives Desmond that Boggs and his 
pals committed the Hame Brewery robbery, 
whereby $1,028 was obtained. 

Friday morning all detectives were in- 
structed to look for Boggs. Most of the 
detectives were furnished pictures of Boggs 


from the Rogues’ Gallery, and Chief Des- 
mond was particular to caution his men 
to have th@ir hands on their revolvers when 
they accosted the now famous safe-blower 
and highwayman. 

This is the way Desmond traces the brew- 
ery robbery to Boggs and how the two mys- 
terious men are involved. 

Less than a year ago Frank Moore, one 
of the most desperate of burglars, was 
sent to the penitentiary at Jefferson City to 
serve ninety-nine years. 

He was the first man to be convicted un- 
der the Missouri Statutes relating to ha- 
bitual criminals and his case elicited con- 
siderable interest. Moore had been con- 
victed of felony twice before. The third of- 
fense was breaking into the room of two 
Pullman car conductors on South Four- 
teenth street near Chouteau avenue. He 
was discovered and one of the conductors 
chased him out onto the street and attacked 
him. Moore shot the conductor through the 
head, but did not kill him. 


since then it has been found that Moore 
had been a clerk in the office of the Home 
Brewery. While there he had made draw- 
ings of the office and had attached to the 
drawings notes as to who was in the of- 
fice, what their hours were,. where they 
stood, and there was also attached:a cal- 
endar of each day in the month, showing 
approximately how much money was in the 
eash drawer on any day of the month, 
and at what time of certain days large 
amounts were deposited. 

When Harry Boggs was arrested in this 
city two weeks ago, suspected of numerous 
West End burglaries, his record was ex- 
amined closely. 

To begin with, he was in the company 
of two strange men when arrested. The de- 
tectives making the arrest only knew Boggs 
and when they went to make the other ar- 
rest the two strange men made a “hot 
foot” and got away. 

After Boggs was locked up his record was 
examined. Fifteen years ago he was con- 
victed of burglary in this city and sent to 
the penitentiary for two years. Soon after 
his release he was again arrested in this 
city for burglary and given five years. 

After he had served that term he returned 
and was soon afterward arrested in con- 
nection with the attempt to “blow’’ the 
safe in Felix Bros.’ box factory, but the 
crime could not be fastened on him and he 
Was released. 

It was at that time that he fraternized 
with Frank Moore. They became close 
companions and the friendship was only 
interrupted by Moore’s arrest on a charge 
of burglary. Moore went to the peniten- 
tiary that time. 

Boggs went to Louisville, held up a 

reacher, and on the evidence of Detective 

im Tracy of this city he was sent to the 
penitentiary at Frankfort for life as an 
habitual criminal. 

Boggs was pardoned two months ago and 
game to this city.

Chief Desmond now believes that Moore 
told them about the Home Brewery, gave 
them drawings of the place and in fact 
gave them all the information he had and 
posted them on just how to go about ef- 
fecting the robbery.

Those are the facts which lead the police 
to believe that Boggs and his two myste- 
rious companions are the three men who t 
the money at the Home Brewery Thur y 
afternoon. 

The police have the names of Ed Higgins 
and Louis Maloney, who are thought to be 
the other two men. Higgins and Maloney 
were arrested in Louisville with wogse 
when the latter got the life sentence. Hig- 
gins and Maloney were each sentenced to 

ve years in the penitentiary and were re- 
leased Oct. 19 last. Merely from the former

Chief Desmond says it is probable that 
Boggs and his companions have crossed the 
river to Fast St. Louis, and from there have 
proceeded eastward, but some of the detec- 
tives express the opinion that the men are 
etill in the city, and are contemplating an- 
other bold hold-up.

POLITICS MAY SAVE MURDERER 
DUESTROW’S NECK. 


STATE’S COUNSEL OUT OF IT. 


Zachritz Promoted and None of His 
Assistants Will Appear in 
the Supreme Court. 


—_- 


The wheel of politics has so twisted 
things in the Duestrow case that when it 
comes to a hearing before the Supreme 
Court on Jan. 6, it may not be argued in 
behalf of the State, by any.of the attor- 
neys who made the fierce fight, which led 
to the rich young murderer’s conyiction 
after the long and tedious trials in the 
Circuit Court of Franklin County. 

William Zachritz, at that time Circuit At- 
tornéy of St. Louis, and leading counsel 
for the State, will then be upon the St. 
Louis Circuit Bench. 

August H. Bolte, Prosecuting Attorney of 
Franklin County, and “Mr. Zachritz’ chief 
assistant, in the eyes of the law, at least, 
has been elected by the people Lieutenant- 
Governor, and will then be the presiding 
officer of the State Senate. 
-.Lee.Meriwether, retained by Mr. Zachritz 
to guide him through the perils of the 
expert medical testimony of the alienists 
for the defense, is no longer connected 
‘with the case. He has detlared that he 
will not appear before the Supreme Court 
for the State. 

Ex-Judge Chas. Gallenkamp is presuma- 
bly in the same position. He was retained 
| by Mr. Zachritz because of his influence in 
Franklin County, for the assistance he 
might give in the selection of a jury. 

The retiring Circuit Attorney has de- 
clared that he is weary of the case. Hav- 


ing gained the goal of his ambition, he 
washes his hands of further trouble. He 
will prepare a brief for submission to the 

urt, but, as he ascends the bench Jan. 1 

e cannot, in consequence, go further, and 
he has no interest now in retaining either 
Mr. Meriwether or Judge Gallenkamp. 

The State’s burden therefore falls upon 
Attorney-General-elect Crow. Should he 
wait until the official duties of his new of- 
fice wencapcong § begin, he will have no time 
to prepare himself to combat such men as 
Gov. arles P. Johnson, John W. Booth 
and Charlies T. Noland. 

But it is not probable that he will wait. 
Judge Crow is a brilliant lawyer and it is 
not venturing too far to presume that he 
will not care to make a spectacle of himself 
before the court for lack of Eearatee. 

He is now at Carthage, holding court and 
is reported to have said that he would im- 
mediately look into the case and prepare 
himself if he found that he should be obliged 
to handle it. He expressed some surprise, 
however, at the disappearance of the other 
attorneys, although he was not fully ac- 
quainted with the causes for this condition. 

Another gentleman who will not appear 
in the case, but who might were he dif- 
ferently constituted mentally, is that able 
advocate, Theodore C. Eggers, the recently 
elected Circuit Attorney who will step into 
Mr. Zachritz’ shoes Jan. 1. 

Mr. Eggers is quoted as saying that he 
will not participate in the appeal proceed- 
ings unless urged by the attorney general. 
It is hardly likely that Judge Crow will 
take upon himself this additional burden.

TBLES HIS STORY. 


HE HAS HUNTED QUAIL AND 
DUCK WITH GREAT SUCCESS. 


PHOTOGRAPHS IN EVIDENCE. 


How the Little Doctor Put in His 
Leave of Absence—They Got 
300 Duck—Great Shooting. 


“More quail than two men could carry,” 
is the small measure of the achievement of 
Dr. Max Starkloff and Frank W. Gracie of 


Indian Territory. 

They shot them all in one day anfi then 
had to quit frofm time to time to let their 
guns cool off or go back to the base of 
supplies to empty thefr bags and pockets 
and lay in a fresh supply of shells “I tried 
to keep score On shots and kills,” modestly 
remarked the doctor as he sat in his office 
at the City Hall just after issuing his Czar- 
like order about “no reporters allowed in 
the dispensary,” “but the pace was too hot, 
and I lost all count, -Gracie and I were 
in form that day, and shot like gatling 
guns. First he would double @ couple and 
then I would. It Jooks like a shame to kill 
so many birds just for opeet. but when you 
have that peculiar quail shooting fever on 
you, you go on shooting and shooting and 
shooting until your arms work like ma- 
chines and you can’t see anything else but 
the birds.”’ 

‘On my first trip out, I went to 
Madrid with Fred Scullin after ducks. 
got over 300 of them when they be 
= going over, It was the finest duc 

ever. had. 

“I have yet to see the man who, after 

articipating in this sport, did not prefer 

« to any other kind of wing shooting; and 
he may rest assured that after his first out- 
ing the respect he formerly had for his 
abilities as a wing shot will have received a 
cold chill, especially if he has been accus- 
tomed to shooting birds that have a 
straight away flight such as the grouse or 
quail, The disparity between the empty 
shells and the number of birds gathered 
will materially lessen his bump of self- 
conceit. 

“The broad bosom of the mile-wide Mis- 
sissippi is the great natural inland fly-away 
for water fowl in the country. Nearly every 
known variety passes up and down this 
noble stream on their migrations, while 
near the numerous islands, or ‘‘tow-heads,”’ 
as they are locally known, are excellent 
places for a flock of decoys, 

“The beauty of decoy shooti on the 
Mississippi is, that the shooter does not 
know a moment before at kind of duck 
will next try his skill. He may have just 
dropped a slow-flying, umwieldy mallard, 
and reloaded with a feeling of satisfaction, 
when a bluebill or butterball may flash by 
the point, going with the speed of a race- 
horse. 

“They will seldom return when going at 
this high’ velocity, The shooter feels that 
they are near enough and makes a quick 
snap-shot as they dart by, and the chances 
are ten to one that the swiftly vanishing 
forms will be a mile away by the time 
he has another shell in the gun, feeling 
very cheap and insignificant meanwhile. 

“But when the sportsman does succeed 
in stopping one of these little feathered me- 
teors, he feels a thrill of satisfaction that 
amply repays him for the numerous misses.’”’ 

“One peculiarity of the shooting here is, 
that there is always in the spring an up- 
river flight in the morning. During the mi- 
grating season thousands of wild fowl pass 
the night upon the river’s wide breast, 
floating idly with the current. At break 
of day they are astir and the majority of 
them fly up stream, although how far I 
cannot say.

Violations Were Merely Technical and 
$300 Indemnity Satisfactorily 
Settled the Affair. 


It leaked out yesterday that irregularities 
in the cigarette department of the Liggett 
& Myers Tobacco Company, discovered a 
month ago, caused an investigation by 
United States internal revenue agents, 

The practice of using revenue stamps in 
a way that was a technical violation of the 
Government regulations was found out by 
officers of the company. They, out of a 
desire to protect the good name of the 
company, reported the case to Internal Rev- 
enue Agent Pitts and offered to pay what- 
ever penalties were imposed. 

The persons who were affected by the 
irregularity were Manager Engel of the 
cigarette department, Stamp Clerk London 
and Bookkeeper C. W. Andrews of the same 


department. 

The Government agents and the officers of 
the company are averse to discussing the 
casé, as a settlement was made, but it is 
said that stamps were destroyed while being 
gummed to boxes and stamps were taken 
from other boxes to conceal! the loss. 

Philip Heuer, an official of the Liggett & 
Myers Company, discovered what was be- 
ing done before the practice had resulted in 
more than a nominal loss to the Govern- 
ment. He used to be Chief Deputy Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue, and he realized 
at once that the cigarette factory might be 
seized and closed by the Government, the 
company put to great loss and the thrée 
men severely punished. He notified Revenue 
Agent Pitts at once and had that official 
make an investigation. Then Mr. Heuer 
hastened to Washington and laid the case 
before the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue. 

He offered to pay a penalty of $300 as 
satisfaction in full, and a settlement was 
made on that basis. Mr. Heuer paid $300 
to the Treasurer of the United States in 
Washington and the certificates of deposit 
were forwarmied to the Collector of Internal 
Revenue in St. Louis, to. be placed to the 
credit of his office. That was the first 
information that the officials of the Col- 
lector’s office had of the irregularity, as

SAVED A SOUL. 


EVANGELIST MOODY'S STORY OF 
VALENTINE BURKE. 


AN EX-CONVICT’S REFORM. 


He Read One of Moody’s Sermons 
While in Jail and Was Immedi- 
ately Converted to Religion. 


Evangelist Moody took occasion recently 
at a revival meeting in New York City to 
bless the Lord for the dally press—not alto- 
gether a conventional proceeding for his 
kind of men—and as a reason for his so do- 
ing, he told his hearers the story of Valen- 
tine Burke of St. Louis, 

The history of this man is a remarkable 
one and it is scarcely to be wondered at 
that Mr. Moody should even now and again 
revert to it in his tales of remarkable con- 
versions from paths of sin into better ways. 

Mr. Moody was the unconscious savior of 
Burke while the latter was a prisoner in the 
St. Louis Jail, charged with gran larceny. 
The evangelist had bean conducting a re- 
vival in this city and it was while reading a 
report of one of his serinons that the hard- 
ened criminal repented and started on the 
honorable course which led him into the 
respect of people who once had feared and 
despised him, 

Burke was born in Irelend on St. Valen- 
tine’s day, 1827. It was owing to this circum- 


‘stance that he got his name. Coming early to 


America, he settled in St. Louis, and began 
@ career of reckless crime that led him con- 
stantly in and out of prison walis. 

He was naturally a desperate man. Bright, 
talented and courageous, his associations 


started him on the wrong tack and made a 
highwayman of a man who, under other con- 
ditions, might have always been upright and 
honorable. 

In 1875 Burke was caught red-handed by 
the Federal officials in a counterfeiting job, 
and was sentenced to two years in the peni- 
tentiary. He served his term and when 
he came out recommenced his life of crime. 
He resorted with the most hardened mem- 
bers of the criminal profession, and was 
looked upon by ‘the police as thoroughly bad. 

The ex-convict managed to escape the 
clutches of the law pretty well until 1880, 
when he was arrested and thrown in_jail 
for stealing a woman’s watch. He always 
denied that he was guilty, and it is gener- 
ally believed now that he was telling the 
truth, but in any event the case never came 
to trial. It was thrown out of court after 
Burke had been locked up fourteen months, 
because the statute under which the prose- 
cution was being made had been repealed. 

It was during this long stay in jail that 
he was converted. Evangelist Moody came 
to town. In those days his appearance cre- 
ated more of a sensation than that of Sam 
Jones now does and his sermons were 
very fully reported in the newspapers. 

One day Burke was reading a newspaper 
in his cell when his eye caught this sensa- 
sational headline, ‘““How the Jailer of Phil- 
lipp! Was Caught.” 

“That’s good,” he said to himself. “I’m 
glad to know that one jailer got his de- 
serts.’’ 

He thought the article had to do with 
the keeper of the jail at mt Ill., a 
man Burke had reason to dislike, for he 
had been locked up there. 

Being interested in how the jailer of 
Phillippi came to get his deserts, Burke 
started on to read the story beneath the 
headlines. He had not gone far before he 
stumbled across the text of the éevange- 
list’s sermon, “Believe in the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and thou shalt be saved.”’ 

This was by no means the orthodox way 
of roasting a jailer, as Burke well knew, 
even though utch Wagner had not yet 
appeared upon the page of municipal his- 
tory, but he kept on reading. Every little 
while he kept stumbling across that text, 
and it set him to thinking. By the time he 
had finished the sermon, he had made up 
his mind to be a better man, and at the end 
of a week he was converted. 

No one in the jail put any stock in 
Burke’s newly: acquired sanctity. The 
guards thought it only a cheap trick to es- 
cape. the penalty of the law, but Burke 
kept it up after his release. He showed 
such determination and remained so man- 
fully away from his evil companions of old 
that Capt. Isaac M. Mason, who was then 
Sheriff, sent for him. He told Burke that 
he had had him watched and he was con- 
vinced his conversion was honest. He then 
gave him a place as clerk in his private 
business office. 

Burke deported himself so well that in a 
short time he was made a Deputy Sheriff. 
Soon after he was made collector for the 
Sheriff's office, a ition he held with cred- 
it until July MM, . when he died. 

Meantime tthe reformed man had become 
thoroughly interested in religious matters. 
He became a member of the First Metho- 
dist Church, and one of the most active and 
sincere workers in it. In 1885 he married 
Miss Boyd, a highly respected young wom- 
an, who had become acquainted with him 
at the time of his conversion, and who had 
done much to help him in his efforts to re- 


form.

The week among the real estate operators 
has not beén aé brisk as might have been 
expected, although ‘there have been several 
transactions closed which were of some im- 
portance in that they established values 
in certain sections which have heretofore 
been doubtful, owing to the few transactions 
made affecting their vicinity. 

One of the most important features of 


the week's business is the easy tone which 
has come over the money market. It isa 
long time since loans on down town peer 
erty of the most attractive character could 
be negotiated for less than 6 or 6% per cent. 
On residence property the rate has never 
been under6percent. During the week two 
loans were made on good down town proper- 
ty at 4% per cent. 

The importance of this marked concession 
of capital is not @ apparent to the genreal 
public as to the real estate fraternity. It 
means that the money lender is no longer 
in control of the eituation and is a certain 
indication of an unusual activity in all lines. 
It means that the italist is now anxious 
to get his idle weath to work earning in- 
terest for him and that he is not finding 
it so easy a task as it was a month ago to 
find a berrower.. It means that the holder 
of real estate, who hag hesitated to im- 
prove it with money-earning buildings, can 
now begin his improvement. He has hith- 
erto hesitated because he has not felt that 
he could afford to pay 5 or 5% per cent for 
money. The low hard-time rentals that he 
could realize from his property after im- 
proving, would not justify the payment of 
such a rate of interest. At 4% per cent he 
can well afford to go ahead with any good 
building project with the assurance that 
returns therefrom will net him a fair com- 
petence above the interest that he must 


pay. 

Several dealers have assured the Post- 
Dispatch that money in amounte of $50,000 
and over is easy to get at 4 cent. 
There are a number of eek ca ists who 
will gladly place their funds at this fig- 
ure, and it is also stated that the big in- 
eurance companies are not at all averse to 
taking some of these loans at the same 


figure.

The general run of real estate agents are

CIVIL SERVICE NOW ON DECK. 


It Is Regarded as of Such Importance 
That It Will Be Given a Sep- 
arate Section. 


The Charter Revision Commission con- 
cluded its first week’s work Saturday. It 
was thought at the outset that the first 
three articles would be disposed of easily in 
one afternoon, but instead of that it took 
five days to get them out of the way. 

The commission is now considering the 
civil service amendment proposed by Mr. 
Henry Hitchcock, Col. James O. Broadhead 
and others, representing the St. Louis Com- 
mercial Club and the Civil Service League. 
The amendment is intended to be inserted 
at the end of Article IV, which deals with 
administrative functions, but by reason of 


its importance it was decided to take it up 
ahead of that article. The consideration 
of it will probably occupy several days.

STRENGTH AND INCREASE OF 
UNCLE SAM’S NAVY. 


THE SECRETARY'S REPORT. 


Mr. Herbert Shows ow the United 
States To-Day Compare’ With 
Other Great Nations. 


ao -_— 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dee. 5.- The an- 
nual report, just submitted to the President, 
of the Secretary of the Navy, Mr. Hilary A. 
Herbert, possesses peculiar interest in view 
of the war talk respecting Spain. 

Secretary Herbert says: 

In presenting my first annual repoft, in 
November, 1893, I had the honor to quote 
the following extract from your message 
to Congress in December, 1835: 

“All must admit the tmportance of an ef- 
fective navy to a nation like ours, hav- 
ing such an extended seacoast to protect. 
And yet we have not a single vessel of war 
that could keep the seas against a first-class 
vessel of any important power. Such a con- 
dition ought not longer continue. The na- 
tion that cannot resist aggression is con- 
stantly exposed to it. Its foreign policy is 


of necessity weak, and its negotiations are 
conducted with disad e, because it 
dis not in condition to enforce the terms dic- 
tated by its sense of right and justice. 

When the above extract was written the 
work of reconstructing our navy was in its 
earliest infancy. The only modern war ves- 
ecis in course of construction at that time 
were the Chicago, Boston, A ta and 
Dolphin. These had been taid down by 
Secretary Chandier under an act b 
‘Congress in March, 1883, and though mu 
pr in their construction 

e under him, it was not until the second 
year of your first administration that any of 
these vessela was ready for active service. 
Many difficulties had been encountered in 
Staining <uitablie material for use in their 
construction. The we We high-grade 
mild steel plates for shipbuilding was a new 
industry, and it was impossible to procure 
at tome proper steel forgings for engine 
shafts or for guns of more than six inches 
caliber. 

Fortunately the outgoing Congress on 
March 3, 188, carrying out the recom- 
mendation of Mr. Chandler, had provided 
for the construction of two cruisers of not 
less than 3,000 nor more tnan 6,000 tons dis- 

lacement, each; one heavily armed gun- 
boat of about 1,600 tons displacement, and 
one light gunboat of about 800 tons ds- 
placement. 

The incoming Congress, on the 3d day of 
August, 1886, made liberal provisions for 
building both armored and unarmored ves- 
gels, and thus it Was that your first Secre- 
tary of the Navy, Mr. Whitney, wae cn;

by Congress, several] battileshi and arm- 
ored cruisers were being actively construct- 
ed. But, despite all the energy and ability 
displayed in the development of our naval 
material, and although four sea-going bat- 
tleships were then in process of construc- 
tion, there was, at the beginning of your 
resent administration, not one of these ves- 
sels in commission for active service. 


Believing that our force of cruisers was 
relatively far in advance, I have continu- 
ously edvocated additional battle ships, 
torpedo boats and ligtht-draft gunboats for 
special service in our own and foreign wat- 
ers. Congress, after most careful consid- 
eration of the subject, became convinced of 

e necessity for the development along the 
lines indicated in the reports of the dé- 
partment, and despite the difficult financial 
conditions prevailing during this period has 
made appropriations for the following ves- 
sels, all of which, in addition to the battle- 
ship lowa,. armored cruiser Brooklyn, and 
gunboats Wilmington, Helena and Nash- 
ville, have been begun during “his adminis-

The act making appropriations for the 
naval service for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1896, provided for building two seagoing 
battleships of about 11,000 tons displacement, 
and to cost, exclusive of armament, not 
more than $4,000000 each. The same law 
provided for six light draft composite gun- 
boats of about 1,000 tons displacement, and 
to cost not more than $230,000 each. The 
awarding of the contracts for the gunboats 
was noted in my last annua! report, but bids 
for the battleships were not opened until 
three days afterward, Nov. 30, 

The act required one of these ships to be 
bullt “fon or near the coast of the Pacific 
Ocean, or in the waters connected there- 
with: Provided, That if it shall appear 
from the bids received that the said vessel 
cannot be built at a fair cost at the place 
fixed therefor in the proposal, the -ame may 
be built elsewhere in the United States.” 

The bids received from the Pacific Coast 
were so much in excees of that of the lowest 
responsible bid elsewhere that the depart- 
ment felt compelled to award the contracts 
for both vessels to the Newport News Ship. 
pbuilding and Dry Dock Co. at their bid of 
$2,260,000 for each vessel. The contracts 
were duly signed Jan. 2, 1896, and the ships 
required to be completed Jan. 2, 1899. 


The eect of Congress making appropria- 
tions dor the naval service for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1897, made provision for 
three seagoing coastline battleships, to cost, 
exclusive of armament, not more than $3,- 
750,000 each. The act also provided that 
the contracts for the construction of these 
vessels should be made on or before Oct.

The records of the Department afford no 
information regarding the citizenship of 
the enlisted men prior to April 1, 1890, at 
which date only 53 per cent of the whole 
enlisted force (7,516 men and apprentices) 
were American citizens. 


The United States is now paying subsid- 
les to a number of fine, swift-sailing vessels 
whith. are capable of being promptly con- 
verted into useful men of war. 

Ve have many other naval resources— 
tugs, yachts, and other vessels—that could 
be fitted as torpedo boats; many vessels 
that could be adapted and used as gunboats,

Until Congress 
shall legislate upon~this subject and give 
some such authority as that therein indi- 
cated, it can not be said that our govern- 
ment is in condition, as it should be at all 
times, to meet emergencies as they may 
arise,

TYPHOID FEVER DESTROYED 
SCHREINER’S LOCOMOTION. 


ALL OVER AGAIN. 


HE BEGAN 


Now, After Weeks of Practice, He Is 
Able to Toddle About With, the 
Aid of a Cane. 


An unusually severe case of typhoid fever 
had a peculiar effect on John Schreiner. 
When he recovered from the fever and was 
feeling well and strong, he found that he 
had forgotten how to walk. 4 

He has had to learn all over again. And 
although he is over 20 years old, and has 
a buxom young wife, he had to learn to 
walk in identically the manner that he did 
when he wasa child. His legs were weak, 
and refused te obey the dictates of his 
brain. When standing, ready to start, his 
legs would take the most unlooked-for 
course and he would go sprawling on the 
floor. 

John Schreiner lives with his mother and 
step-father on board the “Pride of St. 
Louis,’”® an excursion boat, anchored at the 
foot of Destrehan street in the heart of Lit- 
tle Oklahoma. He is a paperhanger. His 
step-father is Louis Seibt, owner of the 
boat, and » veritable king in the Oklahoma 
settlement. Seidbt is well-known in St. 
Louis, chiefly by the numerous brushes he 
has had with the authorities. 

A few years ago he sold liquor in such a 
manner as to gain the ill will of the au- 
thorities and he was prosecuted. Fines to 
the extent of $5,500 were assessed inst 
him. He resisted payment and in the higher 
courts beat the city. He now sells liquor, 
carries only a Government license and is 
unmolested, 

Almost a year ago young Schreiner be- 
came enamored of Seibt’s pretty daughter 
Emma. Shortly after they were married 
and took up their abode on Seibt’s boat, 
the “Pride of St. Louts.”’ Schreiner’s 
mother was a widow and Seibt was a wid- 

Within a month after the young 
people had marrfed, Widower Seibt took 
Widow Schreiner for his wife and the two 
families lived together on the bosom of the 
Mississippi. 

About the time of the last marriage John 
was stricken with fever. Dr. Bdward F.

Dr. Randall 
hardly expected him to recover.

WHE CAMORRA SOCIETY OF TUR- 
KEY HAS NO PARALLEL AMONG 
CRIMINAL ORGANIZATIONS. 


The most murderous organization in the 
wrorld is the Camorra Society of Constan- 


_ tinople. Its avowed mission is assassina- 


tion, and every member ig a murderer a 
Wozen times over. 
How the band originated nobody appears 


to know. It appears to consist of a large 
number of members, as its operations ex- 
tend to all parts of Turkey, and branches 
of the Camorra, or similar organizations 
in league with it, exist elsewhere through 
the Levant. The members are almost en- 
tirely Italians and Greeks, chiefly from Ne- 
ples, Sicily and Cephalonia; but they differ 
considerably in rank, seme being mere 
workingmen, while others are men of fash- 
fon, who arrange business matters and car- 
fy out the better class of work, which re- 
quires something more than a strong arm 
and a bludgeon. 

The work of the gang is varied, and is 
mot by any means confined to murder, 
though that seems to have been its only 

upation at one time. The introduction 

of fire insurance into Turkey opened out a 

new field for the Camorra, and incendiar- 

-tsm ts now the most important occupation 


of the band. It is here, too, that the most} 


effective organization is shown. Since fire 
insurance was introduced, the number of 
fires has increased at an enormous rate, 
until there are between 2580 and 300 fires 
annually in Constantinople alone. Of this 
number at least 75 per cent are incendiary 
fires, chiefly the work of the Camorra. 

The method of procedure in this very 
rofitable class of business is as follows: 
ither a member of the band is installed 
in a well-furnished house or shop, or a 
man already established in suitable prem- 
ises is induced to join the band by the 
offer of a share in the spoils. The place is 
insured, generally with one of the other 
foreign offices, as English agents are too 
particular as to whom they Insure, and a 
month or two after the insurance is ef-

MUSIGAL PRODIGY. 


HE PLAYS THE PIANO AND A 
DOZEN OTHER INSTRUMENTS 
WITH EQUAL EASE. 


The latest musical prodigy is a colored 
boy named Walter Leslie Billings. He 
lives in Newark, N. J., and is 13 years old. 
He bids fair to outrival the famous “Blind 
Tom” of his own race. “Blind Tom's” 
forte was the pianoforte, but the Newark 
boy can play on any old instrument that 
comes along. He is master of the piano, 
banjo, organ, guitar, mandolin, autoharp, 
Chinese fiddle, apollo harp, Turkish tuba- 
phone, calliope, bells, musical bottles and 
violins. He has had no musical instruc- 
tion so far, but all the same he plays to 


beat the band—so to speak. 

Walter was only a 4-year-old pickaninny 
when his musical talent asserted itself. One 
day a visitor played several airs on the 
family plano. After she left the youngster 
perched himself on the piano stool and 
picked out the various airs correctly on 
the single note plan.

GOING TO THE RACES, 1819. 
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The burning of the devil was witnessed 
in Portland, Ore., recently for the second 
time. It occurred at 4 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, and after the incineration his majes- 
ty’s ashes were carefully picked up and car-| 
ried away, and now only a few blackened 
paving stones remain to mark the spot 
where once the proud form of the spirit of 
evil towered majestically over the crowd 
of admiring heathens. 

At 1 octnckt in the morning active and 
industrious Chinamen poured forth in 
streams from every nook and corner of 
their irregular residences and commenced 
the crusade against the evil one. 

On both sides of the street for @ block 
great fires were kindled at intervals of a 
rod, and two still larger fires blazed in 
the middle of the street at either end of 
the alley of flame thus formed. Swarms of 
Celestials heaped fuel on these fires and 
other swarms laid behind each one a mat, 
on which was placed a coal oil can con- 
taining blazing piles of sacred papers, dust 
pans full of crackers and apples, and tins 
filled with sand and stuck full of red can- 
dles and punks. At each mat sat a soli- 
tary Celestial, chucking papers into the 
coal oil can and feeding the larger fire, 
adding an occasional apple or cracker, to 
appease the wrath which the devil might 
naturally be expected to possess at this de- 
liberately laid plan to cremate him.

When the Baron had perfected hés first 
machine he was too fearful of ridicule to be 
seen out with it, so he ordered his servant 
to give it a trial in the Tivoli Garden. 

The unfortunate servant had a serious 
time of it. He could not steer the thing 
and it seemed to take a fiendish delight in 
running into carriages, apple stalls, shop 
windows, and in fact anything that-was 
there to be run into. In addition, every time 
the vehicle swerved the rider lost his bal- 
ance, and would plow up the ground with 
his face after the manner of the modern 
man who is learning to ride a bike. 

The populace was excited. The small boy, 
who never changes in disposition through 
the centuries}; guyed the rider and his 
vehicle. Pedestrians who had narrow es- 
capes from being run down, shopkeepers and 
vehicle drivers waxed indignant, and the 
end was that the Baron’s rider came near 
being mobbed. That ended the Draisienne 
in France, but the idea was taken up and 
improved in Engiand. 

But there the horseless carriage had @ 
short reign. The vehicle pictured was suc- 
ceeded by a coal-consuming road engine, but 
what with popular derision and adverse laws 
all the improved machines were dropped one 
by one, and nothing further in that line was 
done until the chosing years of this century 
brought the electric motor car and horseless 
carriage, which latter now bids fair to en- 
tirely supersede the horse. 


MILK AS A NUTRITIVE, 


A Medical Man Who Existed 
Thirty Days on Sweet Milk. 


A medical man expresses the belief that 
@ person could live for any length of time 
and take heavy exercise all the while on 
no other food than sweet milk. His convic- 
tion is the result of personal experiment. 

He wanted to establish the fact that per- 
sons convalescing from sickness may grow 


stronger with no other nutriment than 
sweet milk, and that they are not obliged 
to take “something solid’’ to eat, as so 
many people imagine. He holds that many 
a convalescent has gone into his grave as 
a result of overtaxing his weak stomach by 
putting “solid” food into it, and he main- 
tains that the old belief as to bread being 
the first essential of human life is shown 
by his experiment to be erroneous. 

His test was to live thirty days with only 
sweet milk as a nourishment. In the whole 
time he lost five and a half pounds in 
weight, but no strength. He even attributes 
the loss of weight to the warmth of the 
weather and to excessive exercise on the 
bicycle, and the daily manipulation of 16- 

ound dumb-bells and other heavy weights. 

e took more exercise than usual in order 
to test the thing fairly. On the seventh day 
of the experiment he ran several fast races 
in a skillful manner, but was beaten In each 
race. , 

On the thirtieth day he again pitted him- 
self against the same runner and got the 
best of his opponent, which certainly would 
tend to confirm his statement that he lost 
no strength during the thirty days’ test. 
He drank four pints of milk daily for the 
last week .He thinks a healthy person should 
take about five pints of milk daily when no 
other food is being taken. His practice was 
to drink milk at intervals for two hours dur- 
ing the day, commencing at 7 o’clock in the 
morning and continuing until 10 at night. 
After that he would take no more until the 
next morning.

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THE ELECTRIC POSTAL 
SYSTEM IN ST. LOUIS. 


It Has Grown to Admirable Proportions and the [ail 
Cars Are Now Run Regularly and With Dis- 
patch—Details of a [lorning Trip. 


Last spring two large whfte cars made 
their appearance on the several lines oper- 
ated by the Union Depot Railway Co. 

Many people looked at them and wondered 
what they were for. They bore the legend 
“U. 8. Mail,” and they looked like a post- 
Office inside; but of what use, thought the 
many, could they possibly be? 

They ran up and down, back and forth, 
but nobody ever saw them doing anything. 

Doubtless the public is still in ignorance 
of the value of the services of these big 
white cars. People know in a vague way 
that they are an adjunct of the postal sys- 
tem, and that they are used for the purpose 
of collecting and distributing mail, but that 
is about the extent of their knowledge. The 
@yetem is a thing not understood. 

As a matter of fact, it is admirable, and 
when people shall have become familiar 
with jis workings they will wonder that it 
Was not thought of sooner. 

The system has been in use three years 
oO, the Suburban line, and a combination 
ess car has run daily between 
the city and Florissant, but comparatively 
Httle attention has been paid to it, except 


“ by suburbanites, to whom it has become 


such a convenience. 
This was the first electric mail car ever 
rated in the United States and of course 
the idea was originated by a St. Louisan. 

Since that time the system has been in- 
troduced in all the principal cities of the 
Bast, and from time to time they are pick- 
ing up the latest details of the service, al! 
of which have been fathered and put to a 
practical test in St. Louis, 

About a year ago Postmaster James LI. 
Carlisle, Superintendent of Mails Thomas 
B. Robertson and Supt. F. W. Baumhor 
of the City Distributing Section, put their 
heads together and evolved a great idea.

Stops for collection and delivery were 
made at Shenandoah street, Castleman, La- 
fayette and Park avenues, Caroline street, 
Chouteau avenue, Manchester road and La- 
clede avenue, 

At Chouteau avenue two packages of let- 
ters were deposited in the box and at La- 
clede avenue four bundles of letters were de- 
livered to a carrier and the box on he 
corner was rified of its contents by the 
busy Lartz. 

At Grand avenue and Olive street a big 
collection was taken from the two boxes 
on the southwest cormer, and another car- 
rier was supplied. 

A stop was made at Finney avenue for 
collection,’ and another at Baston avenue, 
where the two boxes in frort of Substation 
ll were ‘“tapped.’’ There was another pause 
for collection at North Market street and 
later at St. Louis avenue, and jus? north of 
that the other white car came bowling along, 
going south. 

Both cars stopped and the clerks again ex- 
changed packages. 

At Natural Bridge road the north-bound 
car paused to deliver mail at Sub-station 20 
and make a collection, and there was an- 
other stop at Kossuth avenue, where two 
carriers were supplied. 

The Water Tower was reached a moment 
later. Mail was delivered at Substation 21 
and a collection was made from the boxes. 

Turning south, the car started downtown 
Over the tracks of the Bellefontaine line. 

Stops were made at Bremen and Blair ave- 
nues, at Station A, Fourteenth and Mal- 
linckrodt streets, where a pouch of mail for 
the main office was taken on, at Fourteenth 
and Angelrodt streets, at Thirteenth and 
Hebert streets, at Eleventh and Hebert and 
at St. Louis avenue and Eleventh street. 

From that point the car went west to 
Fourteenth street and changed to the tracks 
of the Mound City line. 

Stops for collection were made at Four- 
teenth and North Market streets and at 
Fourteenth and Howard streets. The down- 
town portion was being reached, and the 
last collection was made at Biddle and High 
streets. 

From this it will be seen that thirty-four 
sto>s were made, several stations and sub- 
stations were supplied, numerous carriers 
were accommodated and collections of mail 
matter taken from more than forty boxes. 

The car again reached the corner of Ninth 
and Locust streets at 10:43 a. m., four min- 
utes ahead of time, having consumed just 
one hour and twenty-eight minutes on the 
trip. The circuit described represents a 
total distance of about thirteen miles and a 


half. 

The longest run,made is on the collection 
trips south to Meramec street, the Caronde- 
let divinding line, and north to the Water 
Tower, the circujt embracing a distance of 
16.06 miles.

the United States mail wagons, and the 
process, in the outlying districts, was nec- 
essarily slow. Carriers were supplied only 
at the main office or at the stations, and 
much of their time was spent in making 
collections. 

Now all this is changed, in the manner 
described. 

The mail wagon has been almost wholly 
superseded by the swift electric mail car 
in the districts remote from the Post Of- 
fice, and mail matter ts handled with a 
celerity that is almost etartling to the 
conservative citizen. 

For example, suppose a man should mail 
a letter at Substation 19, on Gravois ave- 
nue, to be delivered, say, to a man living 
in the vicinity of the Water Tower. 

The letter is taken up by the electric 
mail car at 9:42 a. m., and at 10:24 a, m, it 
is in the hands of the carrier at Sub-Station 
21, near the Water Tower. Ten minutes 
later it is delivered. at the number to which 
it is addressed, and fifty-two minutes after 
it leaves the writer’s hands it is being read 
by the recipient. 

Under the old regime the letter would 
be too late for the carrier’s second round, 
and, if it were addressed to a person living 
in a neighborhood where only two deliveries 
are made daily, he would not receive it un- 
til the following morning. 

A letter mailed at Sub-Station 23, Tenth 
street and Park avenue, would be taken up 
by the car at 9:28 a. m., and would be in 
the hands of the carrier at Sub-Station 19 
at 9:42 a. m., fourteen minutes later, and it 
is quite possible for a letter mailed under 
those circumstances to be delivered within 
twenty minutes, whereas, without the aid 
of the electric car, it might not reach the

‘So far,’’ said Postmaster Carlisle, “we 
are ahead of all other cities in the matter 
of electric mail cars, and our system is the 
best now in existence. We are still in the 
experimental] gtase, but our progress has 
been so rapid” that other cities have cop- 
ied our ideas, and we are entitled to call 
ourselves successful, 

“Of course, there will be improvements 
and new ideas as the time goes by and we 
become more experienced, 
works admirably as it is, and business men 
rng not been slow to appreciate its mer-

“Mr. Turner is building us a fine new 
combination mail and baggage car to take 
the place of the old one now in use on the 
Suburban line, and expects to have it com- 
pleted by Dec. 15.
